T is now generally believed that the religious thinking and training of the 
| masses is more profoundly influenced by the songs they hear and sing than 
by the exhortations and instruction of religious leaders. 


In these days when there is a growing tendency to neglect the services of 
the house of God, religious leaders have reached the conclusion that this tendency 
can be checked in part by giving a larger place in the program to the service of 
praise. P 


Experience and observation indicate that people delight in taking part in a 
praise service in which words and music combine in voicing their religious 
emotions and desires; and the music must be within the range of untrained 
voices if the people are to sing with spirit. and profit. 


In the religious education of youth no part is of more vital importance than 
their training in worship. To this end the music in the services in which they 
participate should express their religious experience, and should voice their 
youthful and normal ambition for a life of action and service. 


In order that the level of church music may be lifted, our young people 
should become familiar with the best of the older hymns which are rich in 
associations and are still classics in the musical world. Selections for young 
people must sound the radiant and martial note, and it is therefore folly to ask 
them to sing the many doleful and mystical hymns which abound in the old 
books of the past. It has been the effort of the compiler of PREMIER 
HYMNS to assemble in a happy balance the ageless and stately hymns of the 
church with the familiar gospel songs which express in understandable language 
the experience and aspirations of present-day Christians, and which have rever- 
ent, appealing and easily singable musical settings. Many choice selections 
appear for the first time in this book. A select list of hymns for children will 
be found helpful by workers in the Elementary Division of the Sunday School. 


The needs of the church which can have but one book are all met in this 
volume. For the Sunday School, the prayer meeting, the young people’s gather- 
ings, evangelistic services and the great religious conferences, the book will be 
found ideal. The choice collection of Responsive REApINGs and a carefully pre- 
pared set of Orprers oF Service included will be found helpful by leaders who 
must add variety and interest to their programs of worship. 


Acknowledgment is made to thousands of friends who sent valuable sug- 
gestions in response to a questionnaire as to the character of music this book 
should contain, and special acknowledgment is made of the invaluable service 
rendered by the music editor, Mr. Bently D. Ackley.

Note—tThere are as many ways of playing chimes as there are exponents of evangelistic 
piano playing. Whatever their differences may be, one point is agreed upon; namely, the 
chord must be played upon the upper octaves of the piano, and the sustaining pedal (erro- 
neously called ‘‘the loud pedal’’) should be used without a release throughout the whole portion 
or section intended for the chimes. The portion played as chimes should be slow in movement. 

Chimes should be used sparingly, as one of their chief beauties lies in the fact that we do not 
hear them often. Musicians may enjoy trying to apply the same rule used in this set of chimes 
to other hymns by playing the melody as an octave with the right hand and adding the fifth, 
making a three-member chord. The left hand usually takes the note a sixth below the melody 
note of the right hand, sometimes two octaves apart, others, one octave.

I have here a picture of a little boy. What is he doing? (Children will 
doubtless recall the Samuel story. Follow their leading.) 


I think it will be pleasant to think of the different times when we may 
talk to God. (Recall with children’s help the prayer at bed time and in the 
morning, the grace at table and then lead them to think of play time and 
specially happy times and times when they are worried or puzzled.) At all 
times He is ready to hear us talk to Him. 
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How about the times that He talks to us? Would you like for me to tell 
you a story about one of those times? 


One day a little child said, " Mother, I am going out under the trees to 
talk to God.’’ The mother said, “My dear, can you not talk to God in the 
house?’’

Senior Department 
(First SPEAKER IN LINE): 


The Church School is teaching us that character is like a square—it has 
four sides; if any side is missing or short, the character is imperfect. There 
must be a strong body, well-used; a clear mind, fully trained; a ready spirit 
listening to God; and an attitude of good will and definite helpfulness to 
everyone. 


(SECOND SPEAKER—AT OPpposITE END oF LINE): 


But that is not all—the Church School is showing us how to live to get 
the strength; and the way to study to develop the mind; it is giving us 
things to learn to enlarge our understanding; it is helping us practice to 
develop skill in living; it is providing ways for us to hear God’s voice. 
It is showing us things to do and places of need, so that we may meet 
them, just as the neighbor did in the story today. The Church is giving 
us a fine adventure to challenge us—the giving of ourselves for the good 
of others. 


Young People’s Department 


(First SPEAKER): 


We are learning the true value of the Church. It is an institution. It is 
the true instrument for communicating the message of the Gospel. More 
and more we see that its life is the center of any community. If a church 
is weak, its people and community are not virile. If a church is active, 
its people will be growing folk. 


(SECOND SPEAKER): 


We believe we can offer the Church some help in meeting the needs of 
every community. We have suggestions to make, but we are convinced 
that the Church is the channel through which to bestow on the world all 
the good we would do. We agree with the Neighbor in the story, that 
the best thing he could do for that town was to help its church serve the 
town. And in that spirit, we are willing to pledge ourselves to a continued 
and ever-enlarging Church.

should desire him. 


He is despised and rejected of men; 


a man of sorrows, and acquainted 
with grief; and we hid as it were 
our faces from him; he was de- 
spised, and we esteemed him not. 


Surely he hath borne our ¢riefs, and 


carried our sorrows: yet we did 
esteem him stricken, smitten of 
God, and afflicted. 
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But he was wounded for our trans- 
gressions, he was bruised for our 
iniquities: the chastisement of our 
peace was upon him; and with his 
stripes we are healed. 


All we like sheep have gone astray; 
we have turned every one to his 
own way; and the Lord hath laid 
on him the iniquity of us all. 


He was oppressed, and he was af- 
flicted, yet he opened not his mouth: 
he is brought as a lamb to the 
slaughter, and as a sheep before 
her shearers is dumb, so he open- 
eth not his mouth. 


He was taken from prison and from 
judgment: and who shall declare 
his generation? for he was cut off 
out of the land of the living: for 
the transgression of my people was 
he stricken. 


And he made his grave with the 
wicked, and with the rich in his 
death; because he had done no vio- 
lence, neither was any deceit in his 
mouth, 


Yet it pleased the Lord to bruise 
him; he hath put him to grief: 
when thou shalt make his soul an 
offering for sin, he shall see his 
seed, he shall prolong his days, and 
the pleasure of the Lord shall 
prosper in his hand. 


He shall see of the travail of his 
soul, and shall be satisfied: by his 
knowledge shall my righteous ser- 
vant justify many; for he shall 
bear their iniquities. 


Therefore will I divide him a portion 
with the great, and he shall divide 
the spoil with the strong; because 
he hath poured out his soul unto 
death: and he was numbered with 
the transgressors; and he bare the 
sin of many, and made intercession 
for the transgressors. 


SELECTION 9 


The Incarnation 


In the beginning was the Word, 


And the Word was with God, and 
the Word was God. 


The same was in the beginning with 
God. 


All things were made by him; 


And without him was not any thing 
made that was made. 


In him was life; 
And the life was the light of men. 
And the light shineth in darkness; 


And the darkness comprehended it 
not. 


He was in the world, and the world 
was made by him, and the world 
knew him not. 


He came unto his own, and his own 
received him not. 


But as many as received him, to 
them gave he power to become the 
sons of God, 


Even to them that believe on his 
name: 


Which were born, not of blood, nor 
of the will of the flesh, nor of the 
will of man, but of God. 


And the Word was made flesh, and 
dwelt among us, 


And we beheld his glory, the glory 
as of the only begotten of the 
Father, full of grace and truth. 


And without controversy great is the 
mystery of godliness:

Forasmuch then as the children are 
partakers of flesh and blood, he 
also himself likewise took part of 
the same; 


That through death he might destroy 
him that had the power of death, 
that is, the devil; 


For verily he took not on him the 
nature of angels; 


But he took on him the seed of 
Abraham. 


Let this mind be in you, which was 
also in Christ Jesus: 


Who, being in the form of God. 
thought it not robbery to be equal 
with God: 


But made himself of no reputation, 
and took upon him the form of a 
servant, and was made in the like- 
ness of men: 


And being found in fashion as a man, 
he humbled himself, and became 
obedient unto death, even the death 
of the cross.

Even the Spirit of truth; whom the 
world cannot receive, because it 
seeth him not, neither knoweth 
him: but ye know him; 


For he dwelleth with you, and shall 


be in you. 
I will not leave you comfortless : 
I will come to you. 


Nevertheless I tell you the truth; It 
is expedient for you that I go 
away: for if I go not away, the 
Comforter will not come unto you; 


But if I depart, I will send him unto 
you. 


And when he is come, he will re- 
prove the world of sin, and of 
righteousness, and of judgment: 


Of sin, because they believe not on 
me; ; 


Of righteousness, because I go to 
my father, and ye see me no more; 


Of judgment, because the prince of 
this world is judged. 


I have yet many things to say unto 
you, 

But ye cannot bear them now. 

Howbeit when he, the Spirit of truth, 
is come, he will guide you into all 
truth: for he shall not speak of 
himself ; 


But whatsoever he shall hear, that 
shall he speak: and he will shew 
you things to come. 


He shall glorify me: 


For he shall receive of mine, and 
shall shew it unto you. 


All things that the Father hath are 
mine: 
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Therefore said I, that he shall take 
of mine, and shall shew it unto 
you, 


SELECTION 13 
The Triumphal Entry 


The earth is the Lord’s, and the ful- 
ness thereof; the world, and they 
that dwell therein. 


For he hath founded it upon the seas, 
and established it upon the floods. 


Who shall ascend into the hill of the 
Lord? or who shall stand in his 
holy splace? 


He that hath clean hands, and a pure 
heart; who hath not lifted up his 
soul unto vanity, nor sworn deceit- 


fully. 


He shall receive the blessings from 
the Lord, and righteousness from 
the God of his salvation. 


This is the generation of them that 
seek him, that seek thy face, O 
Jacob. 


Lift up your heads, O ye gates; and 
be ye lift up, ye everlasting doors ; 
and the King of glory shall come 
in. 


SELECTION 14 
The Last Supper 


Now the first day of the feast of un- 
leavened bread the disciples came 
to Jesus, saying unto him, Where 
wilt thou that we prepare for thee 
to eat the passover? 


And he said, Go into the city to such 
a man, and say unto him, The 
Master saith, My time is at hand; 
I will keep the passover at thy 
house with my disciples. 


And the disciples did as Jesus had 
appointed them; and they made 
ready the passover. 


Now when the even was come, he 
sat down with the twelve. 


And as they did eat, he said, Verily 
I say unto you, that one of you 
shall betray me. 


And they were exceeding sorrowful, 
and began every one of them to say 
unto him, Lord, is it IP 


And he answered and said, He that 
dippeth his hand with me in the 
dish, the same shall betray me 


The Son of man goeth as it is writ- 
ten of him: but woe unto that man 
by whom the Son of man is be- 
trayed! it had been good for that 
man if he had not been born. 


Then Judas, which betrayeth him, 
answered and said, Master, is it 1? 
He said unto him, Thou hast said. 


And as they were eating, Jesus took 
bread, and blessed it, and brake it, 
and gave it to the disciples, and 
said, Take, eat; this is my body. 


And he took the cup, and gave thanks, 
and gave it to them, saying, Drink 
ye all of it; 


For this is my blood of the new tes- 
tament, which is shed for many 
for the remission of sins. 


But I say unte you, I will not drink 
henceforth of this fruit of the vine, 
until that day when I drink it new 
with you in my Father’s kingdom. 


And when they had sung an hymn, 
they went out into the mount of 
Olives. 


SELECTION 15 
The Crucifixion 


And as they led him away, they laid 
hold upon one Simon, a Cyrenian, 
coming out of the country, and on 
him they laid the cross, that he 
might bear it after Jesus. 
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And there followed him a great com- 
pany of people, and of women, 
which also bewailed and lamented 
him. 


But Jesus turning unto them said, 
Daughters of Jerusalem, weep not 
for me, but weep for yourselves, 
and for your children. 


And there were alsu two other male- 
factors, led with him to be put to 
death. 


And when they were come into the 
place, which is called Calvary, 
there they crucified him, and the 
malefactors, one on the right hand, 
and other on the left. 


Then said Jesus, Father, forgive 
them; for they know not what they 
do. And they parted his raiment, 
and cast lots. 


And the people stood beholding. And 
the rulers also with them derided 
him, saying, He saved others; let 
him save himself, if he be Christ, 
the chosen of God. 


And the soldiers also mocked him, 
coming to him, and offering him 
vinegar, 


And saying, If thou be the king of 
the Jews, save thyself. 


And a superscription also was writ- 
ten over him in letters of Greek, 
and Latin, and Hebrew, THIS IS 
THE KING OF THE JEWS. 


And one of the malefactors which 
were hanged railed on him, saying, 
If thou be Christ, save thyself and 
us. 


But the other answering rebuked 
him, saying, Dost not thou fear 
God, seeing thou art in the same 
condemnation? 


And we indeed justly; for we receive 
the due reward of our deeds: but 
this man hath done nothing amiss. 


And he said unto Jesus, Lord, re- 
member me when thou comest into 
thy kingdom. 





And Jesus said unto him, Verily I 
say unto thee, To day shalt thou be 
with me in paradise. 


And it was about the sixth hour, and 
there was a darkness over all the 
earth until the ninth hour. 


And the sun was darkened, and the 
veil of the temple was rent in the 
midst 


And when Jesus had cried with a 
loud voice, he said, Father, into 
thy hands I commend my spirit: 
and having said thus, he gave up 
the ghost. 


SELECTION 16 
The Resurrection 


Now if Christ be preached that he 
rose from the dead, how say some 
among you that there is no resur- 
rection of the dead? 


But if there be no resurrection of the 
dead, then is Christ not risen: 


And if Christ be not risen, then is 
our preaching vain, and your faith 
is also vain. 


Yea, and we are found false wit- 
nesses of God; because we have 
testified of God that he raised up 
Christ, whom he raised not up, if 
so be that the dead rise not. 


For if the dead rise not, then is not 
Christ raised: 


And if Christ be not raised, your 
faith 1s vain; ye are yet in your 
sins. 


Then they also which are fallen 
asleep in Christ are perished. 


If in this life only we have hope ip 
Christ, we are of all men most 
miserable, 


But now is Christ risen from the 
- dead, and become the firstfruits of 
them that slept. 
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For since by man came death, by 
man came also the resurrection of 


the dead. 


For as in Adam all die, even so in 
Christ shall all be made alive. 


But every man in his own order: 
Christ the firstfruits; afterward 
they that are Christ’s at his com- 
ing. 


Then cometh the end, when he shall 
have delivered up the kingdom to 
God, even the Father; when he 
shall have put down all rule and all 
authority and power. 


For he must reign, till he hath put 
all enemies under his feet. 

The last enemy that shall be de- 
stroyed is death. 


SELECTION 17 


The Ascension of Christ 


Go to my brethren, and say unto 
them, I ascend unto my Father, 
and your Father; and to my God, 
and your God. 


And he led them out as far as to 
Bethany, and he lifted up his hands, 
and blessed them. 


And it came to pass, while he blessed 
them, he was parted from them, 
and carried up into heaven. 


And a cloud received him out of 
their sight. 


And while they looked steadfastly 
toward heaven as he went up, be- 
hold, two men stood by them in 
white apparel; . 


Which also said, Ye men of Galilee, 
why stand ye gazing up into 
heaven? 


This same Jesus, which is taken up 
from you into heaven, shall so 
come in like manner as ye have 
seen him go into heaven. 


And they worshipped him, and re- 
turned to Jerusalem with great 
joy. 


The chariots of God are twenty thou- 
sand, even thousands of angels: the 
Lord is among them, as in Sinai, in 
the holy place. 


Thou has ascended on high, thou hast 
led captivity captive: 


Thou hast received gifts for men; 
yea, for the rebellious also, that 
the Lord God might dwell among 
them. 


Wherefore he saith, When he as- 
cended up on high, he led captivity 
captive, and gave gifts unto men. 


Now that he ascended, what is it but 
that he also descended first into the 
lower parts of the earth? 


He that descended is the same also 
that ascended up far above all 
heavens, that he might fill all 
things. 


Who being the brightness of his 
glory, and the express image of his 
person, and upholding all things by 
the word of his power, when he 
had by himself purged our sins, 
sat down on the right hand of the 
Majesty on high; 


Far above all principality, and power, 
and might, and dominion, and 
every name that is named, not only 
in this world, but also in that 
which is to come:. 


And hath put all things under his 
feet, and gave him to be the head 
over all things to the church, 


Which is his body, the fulness of him 
that filleth all in all. 


For Christ is not entered into the 
holy places made with hands, 
which are the figures of the true; 


But into heaven itself, now to ap- 
pear in the presence of God for us; 
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And every priest standeth daily min- 
istering and offering oftentimes the 
same sacrifices, which can never 
take away sins: 


But this man, after he had offered 
one sacrifice for sins for ever, sat 


down on the right hand of God. 


SELECTION 18 
Invitation 


Ho, every one thirsteth, come ye to 
the waters, and he that hath no 
money; come ye, buy, and eat; yea, 
come, buy wine and milk without 
money and without price. 


Wherefore do ye spend money for 
that which is not bread? and your 
labour for that which satisfieth 
not? hearken diligently unto me, 
and eat ye that which is good, and 
let your soul delight itself in fat- 
ness. 


Incline your ear, and come «nfo me: 
hear, and your soul shall live; and 
I will make an everlasting covenant 
with you, even the sure mercies of 
David. 


Behold, I have given him for a wit- 
ness to the people, a leader and 
commander to the people. 


Behold, thou shalt call a nation that 
thou knowest not, and nations that 
knew not thee shall run unto thee 
because of the Lord thy God, and 
for the Holy One of Israel; for he 
hath glorified thee. 


Seek ye the Lord while he may be 
found, call ye upon him while he 
is near: 


Let the wicked forsake his way, and 
the unrighteous man his thoughts : 
and let him return unto the Lord, 
and he will have mercy upon him; 
and to our God, for he will abund- 
antly pardon. 


For my thoughts are not your 
thoughts, neither are your ways my 
ways, saith the Lord. 


For as the heavens are higher than 
the earth, so are my ways higher 
than your ways, and my thoughts 
than your thoughts. 


For as the rain cometh down, and the 
snow from heaven, and returneth 
not thither, but watereth the earth, 
and maketh it bring forth and bud, 
that it may give seed to the sower, 
and bread to the eater: 


So shall my word be that goeth forth 
out of my mouth: it shall not re- 
turn unto me void, but it shall ac- 
complish that which I please, and 
it shall prosper in the thing where- 
to I sent it 


SELECTION 19 
Warning 


Lay not up for yourselves treasures 
upon earth, where moth and rust 
doth corrupt, and where thieves 
break through and steal: 


But lay up for yourselves treasures 
in heaven, where neither moth nor 
rust doth corrupt, and where 
thieves do not break through nor 
steal: 


For where your treasure is, there will 
your heart be also. 


The light of the body is the eye: if 
therefore thine eye be single, thy 
whole body shall be full of light. 


But if thine eye be evil, thy whole 
body shall be full of darkness. If 
therefore the light that is in thee 
be darkness, how great is that 
darkness ! 


No man can serve two masters: for 
either he will hate the one, and 
_love the other; or else he will hold 
to the one, and despise the other. 
Ye cannot serve God and mammon. 
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Therefore I say unto you, Take no 
thought for your life, what ye shall 
eat, or what ye shall drink; nor yet 
for your body, what ye shall put 
on. Is not the life more than meat, 
and the body than raiment? 


Behold the fowls of the air: for they 
sow not, neither do they reap, nor 
gather into barns; yet your heaven- 
ly Father feedeth them. Are ye 
not much better than they? 


Which of you by taking thought can 
add one cubit unto his stature? 


SELECTION 20 


Salvation by Faith 


As Moses lifted up the serpent in the 
wilderness, 


Even so must the Son of man be 
lifted up: 


That whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, 


But have eternal life. 


For God so loved the world, that he 
gave his only begotten Son, 


That whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have ever- 
lasting life. 


He that believeth on him is not con- 
demned : 


But he that believeth not is con- 
demned already, because he hath 
not believed in the name of the 
only begotten Son of God. 


Verily, verily, I say unto you, He 


that heareth my word, and believ- | 


eth on him that sent me, hath ever- 
lasting life, and shall not come into 
condemnation ; 


But is passed from death unto life. 


For I am not ashamed of the Gospel 
of Christ: 


For it is the power of God unto sal- 
vation to every one that believeth; 


For therein is the righteousness of 
God revealed from faith to faith: 


As it is written, The just shall live 
by faith. 


For what saith the Scripture? 


Abraham believed God, and it was 
counted unto him for righteous- 
ness. 


Now to him that worketh is the re- 
ward not reckoned of grace, but of 
debt. 


But to him that worketh not, but be- 
lieveth on him that justifieth the 
ungodly, his faith is counted for 
righteousness. 


For Christ is the end of the law for 
righteousness to every one that be- 
lieveth. 


For with the heart man believeth 
unto righteousness. 


Therefore we conclude that a man is 
justified by faith without the deeds 
of the law. 


Therefore being justified by faith, we 
have peace with God through our 
Lord Jesus Christ. 


By grace are ye saved through faith; 
And that not of yourselves: it is the 
gift of God. 


Be it known unto you therefore, men 
and brethren, that through this man 
is preached unto you the forgive- 
ness of sins: 


And by him all that believe are justi- 
fied from all things, from which ye 
could not be justified by the law of 
Moses. 


Whom having not seen, ye love; in 
whom, though now ye see him not, 
yet believing, ye rejoice with joy 
unspeakable and full of glory: 


Receiving the end of your faith, even 
the salvation of your souls. 


What must I do to be saved? 


Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and thou shalt be saved, and thy 
house. 
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SELECTION 21 
The Atonement 


Forasmuch as ye know that ye were 
not redeemed with corruptible 
things, as silver and gold, from 
your vain conversation received by 
tradition from your fathers; 


But with the precious blood of 
Christ, as of a lamb without blem- 
ish and without spot: 


Who verily was foreordained before 
the foundation of the world, but 
was manifest in these last times 
for you. 


This is a faithful saying, and worthy 
of all acceptation, 


That Christ Jesus came into the 
world to save sinners. 


For even the Son of man came not to 
be ministered unto, but to minister, 
and give his life a ransom for 
many. 


For when we were yet without 
strength, 


In due time Christ died for the un- 
godly. 


For scarcely for a righteous man will 
one die: 


Yet peradventure for a good man 
some would even dare to die. 


But God commendeth his love toward 
us, in that, while we were yet sin- 
ners, Christ died for us. 


Much more then, being now justified 
by his blood, we shall be saved 
from wrath through him. 


For if, when we were enemies, we 
were reconciled to God by the 
death of his Son, 


Much more, being reconciled, we 
shall be saved by his life. 


And not only so, but we also joy in 
God through our Lord Jesus Christ, 


By whom we have now received the 
atonement. 


And he is the propitiation for our 
sins : 


And not for ours only, but also for 
the sins of the whole world. 


SELECTION 22 
Eternal Life 


Whosoever believeth that Jesus is the 
Christ is born of God: and every 
one that loveth him that begat 
loveth him also that is begotten of 
him. 


By this we know that we love the 
children of God, when we love 
God, and keep his commandments. 


For this is the love of God, that we 
keep his commandments: and _ his 
commandments are not grievous. 


For whatsoever is born of God over- 
cometh the world: and this is the 
victory that overcometh the world, 
even our faith. 


Who is he that overcometh the world, 
but he that believeth that Jesus is 
the Son of God? 


This is he that came by water and 
blood, even Jesus Christ; not by 
water only, but by water and blood. 
And it is the Spirit that beareth 
witness, because the Spirit is truth. 


For there are three that bear record 
in heaven, the Father, the Word, 
and the Holy Ghost: and these 
three are one. 


And there are three that bear wit- 
ness in earth, the spirit, and the 
water, and the blood: and these 
three agree in one. 


If we receive the witness of men, the 
witness of God is greater: for this 

. is the witness of God which he 
hath testified of his Son, 
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He that believeth on the Son of God 
hath the witness in himself: he 
that believeth not God hath made 
him a liar; because he believeth 
not the record that God gave of 
his Son. 


And this is the record, that God kath 
given to us eternal life, and this 
life is in his Son. 


He that hath the Son hath life; and 
he that hath not the Son of God 
hath not life. 


These things have I written unto you 
that believe on the name of the 
Son of God; that ye may know 
that ye have eternal life, and that 
ye may believe on the name of the 
Son of God, 


SELECTION 23 
Christ the Judge 


When the Son of Man shall come in 
his glory, and all the holy angels 
with him, then shall he sit upon the 
throne of his glory: 


And before him shall be gathered all 
nations: and he shall separate them 
one from another, as a shepherd 
divideth his sheep from the goats: 


And he shall set the sheep on his 
right hand, but the goats on the 
left. 


Then shall the King say unto them 
on his right hand, Come, ye blessed 
of my Father, inherit the kingdom 
prepared for you from the founda- 
tion of the world: 


For I was an hungred, and ye gave 
me meat: I was thirsty, and ye 
gave me drink: I was a stranger, 
and ye took me in: 


Naked, and ye clothed me: I was 
sick, and ye visited me: I was in 
prison, and ye came unto me. 


Then shall the righteous answer him, 
saying, Lord, when saw we thee an 
hungred, and fed thee? or thirsty, 
and gave thee drink? 


When saw we thee a stranger, and 
took thee in? or naked, and clothed 
theeP 


Or when saw we thee sick, or in 
prison, and came unto thee? 


And the King shall answer and say 
unto them, Verily I say unto you, 
Inasmuch as ye have done it unto 
one of the least of these my breth- 
ren, ye have done it unto me. 


Then shall he say also unto them on 
the left hand, Depart from me, ye 
cursed, into everlasting fire, pre- 
pared for the devil and his angels: 


For I was an hungred, and ye gave 
me no meat: I was thirsty, and ye 
gave me no drink: 


I was a stranger, and ye took me not 
in: naked, and ye clothed me not: 
sick, and in prison, and ye visited 
me not. 


Then shall they also answer him, 
saying, Lord, when saw we thee an 
hungred, or athirst, or a stranger, 
or naked, or sick, or in prison, and 
did not minister unto thee? 


Then shall he answer them, saying, 
Verily I say unto you, Inasmuch as 
ye did it not to one of the least of 
these, ye did it not to me. 


And these shall go away into ever- 
lasting punishment: but the right- 
eous into life eternal. 


SELECTION 24 
The Judgment 


And I saw a great white throne, and 
him that sat on it, from whose face 
the earth and the heaven fled away; 
and there was found no place for 
them. 
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And I saw the dead, small and great, 
stand before God; and the books 
were opened: and another book 
was opened, which is the book of 
life: and the dead were judged out 
of those things which were written 
in the books, according to their 
works. 


And the sea gave up the dead which 
were in it; and death and hell de- 
livered up the dead which were in 
them: and they were judged every 
man according to their works. 


And death and hell were cast into 
the lake of fire. This is the sec- 
ond death. 


And whosoever was not found writ- 
ten in the book of life was cast 
into the lake of fire, 


SELECTION 25 


Love 


Though I speak with the tongues of 
men and of angels, and have not 
charity, I am become as sounding 
brass, or a tinkling cymbal. 


And though I have the gift of pro- 
phecy, and understand all mys- 
teries, and all knowledge; and 
though I have all faith, so that I 
could remove mountains, and have 
not charity, I am nothing. 


And though I bestow all my goods to 
feed the poor, and though I give 
my body to be burned, and have 
not charity, it profiteth me nothing. 


Charity suffereth long, and is kind; 
charity envieth not; charity vaunt- 
eth not itself, is not puffed up, 


Doth not behave itself unseemly, 
seeketh not her own, is not easily 
provoked, thinketh no evil; 


Rejoiceth not in iniquity, but re- 
joiceth in the truth; 


Beareth all things, believeth all 


things, hopeth all things, endureth 
all things. 





Charity never faileth: but whether 
there be prophecies, they shall 
fail; whether there be tongues, 
they shall cease; whether there be 
knowledge, it shall vanish away. 


For we know in part, and we pro- 
phesy in part. 


But when that which it perfect is 
come, then that which is in part 
shall be done away. 


When I was a child, I spake as a 
child, I understood as a child, I 
thought as a child: but when I be- 
came a man, I put away childish 
things. 


For now we see through a glass, 
darkly; but then face to face: now 
I know in part; but then shall I 
know even as also I am known. 


And now abideth faith, hope, charity, 
these three; but the greatest of 
these is charity. 


SELECTION 26 
Faith 


Now faith is the substance of things 
hoped for, the evidence of things 
not seen. 


For by it the elders obtained a good 
report. 


Through faith we understand that 
the worlds were framed by the 
word of God, so that things which 
are seen were not made of things 
which do appear. 


By faith Abel offered unto God a 
more excellent sacrifice than Cain, 
by which he obtained witness that 
he was righteous, God testifying of 
his gifts: and by it he being dead 
yet speaketh. 


By faith Enoch was translated that 
he should not see death; and was 
not found, because God had trans- 
lated him: for before his transla- 
tion he had this od that he 
pleased God. 
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But without faith it is impossible to 
please him: for he that cometh te 
God must believe that he is, and 
that he is a rewarder of them that 
diligently seek him. 


By faith Noah, being warned of God 
of things not seen as yet, moved 
with fear, prepared an ark to the 
saving of his house; by the which 
he condemned the world, and be- 
came heir of the righteousness 
which is by faith. 


By faith Abraham, when he was 
called to go out into a place which 
he should after receive for an in- 
heritance, obeyed; and he went 
out, not knowing whither he went. 


By faith he sojourned in the land of 
promise, as in a strange country, 
dwelling in tabernacles with Isaac 
and Jacob, the heirs with him of 
the same promise: 


For he looked for a city which hath 
foundations, whose builder and 
maker is God. 


SELECTION 27 
Trust 


The Lord is my light and my salva- 
tion; whom shall I fear? the Lord 
is the strength of my life; of 
whoin shall I be afraid? 


When the wicked, even mine ene- 
mies and my foes, came upon me 
to eat up my flesh, they stumbled 
and fell. 


Though an host should encamp 
against me, my heart shall not 
fear: though war should rise 
against me, in this will I be confi- 
dent. 

One thing have I desired of the Lord, 


that will I seek after; that I may 
dwell in the house of the Lord all 


the days of my life, to behold the 
beauty of the Lord, and to enquire 
in his temple. 


For in the time of trouble he shall 
hide me in his pavilion: in the 
secret of his tabernacle shall he 
hide me; he shall set me up upon 
a rock, 


And now shall mine head be lifted 
up above mine enemies round 
about me: therefore will I offer in 
his tabernacle sacrifices of joy; I 
will sing, yea, I will sing praises 
unto the Lord. 


Hear, O Lord, when I cry with my 
voice: have mercy also upon me, 
and answer me. 


When thou saidst, Seek ye my face; 
my heart said unto thee, Thy face, 
Lord, will I seek. 


Hide not thy face far from me; put 
not thy servant away in anger: 
thou has been my help; leave me 
not, neither forsake me, O God of 
my salvation. 


When my father and my mother for- 
sake me, then the Lord will take 
me up.

I had fainted, unless I had believed 
to see the goodness of the Lord in 
the land of the living. 


Wait on the Lord: be of good cour- 
age, and he shall strengthen thine 
heart: wait, I say, on the Lord. 


SELECTION 28 


Trust 


The Lord is my shepherd; I shall not 
want. 
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He maketh me to lie down in green 
pastures: he leadeth me beside the 
still waters. 


He restoreth my soul: he leadeth me 
in the paths of righteousness for 
his name’s sake. 


Yea, though I walk through the val- 
ley of the shadow of death, I will 
fear no evil: for thou art with me; 
thy rod and thy staff they comfort 
me. 


Thou preparest a table before me in 
the presence of mine enemies: thou 
anointest my head with oil; my cup 
runneth over. 


Surely goodness and mercy shall fol- 
low me all the days of my life: 
and I will dwell in the house of 
the Lord for ever. 


Who is among you that feareth the 
Lord, that obeyeth the voice of his 
servant, that walketh in darkness, 
and hath no light? let him trust in 
the name of the Lord, and stay 
upon his God. 


Trust ye in the Lord for ever: for 
in the Lord JEHOVAH is ever- 
lasting strength: 


Thou wilt keep him in perfect peace, 
whose mind is stayed on thee: be- 
cause he trusteth in thee, 


SELECTION 29 


Expectation 


Truly my soul waiteth upon God: 
from him cometh my salvation. 


He only is my rock and my salva- 
tion; he is my defense; I shall not 
be greatly moved.

Keep thy tongue from evil, and thy 
lips from speaking guile. 


Depart from evil, and do good; seek 
peace, and pursue it,

A Prayer of Moses, the Man of God. 


Lord, thou hast been our dwelling 
place in all generations. 


Before the mountains were brought 
forth, or ever thou hadst formed 
the earth and the world, even from 


everlasting to everlasting, thou art 
God. 


Thou turnest man to destruction ; and 
sayest, Return, ye children of men. 


For a thousand years in thy sight are 
but as yesterday when it is past, 
and as a watch in the night. 


Thou carriest them away as with a 
flood; they are as a sleep: in the 
morning they are like grass which 
groweth up. 


In the morning it flourisheth, and 
groweth up; in the evening it is cut 
down and withereth. 


For we are consumed by thine anger, 
and by thy wrath are we troubled. 


Thou hast set our iniquities before 
thee, our secret sins in the light of 
thy countenance. 


For all our days are passed away in 
thy wrath; we spend our years as 
a tale that is told. 


The days of our years are threescore 
years and ten; and if by reason 
of strength they be fourscore years, 
yet is their strength labour and 
sorrow; for it is soon cut off, and 
we fly away. 


Who knoweth the power of thine 
anger? even according to thy fear, 
so is thy wrath.

Psat 103 


Bless the Lord, O my soul: and all 
that is within me, bless his holy 
name. 


Bless the Lord, O my soul, and fore 
get not all his benefits: 


Who forgiveth all thine iniquities; 
who healeth all thy diseases ; 


Who redeemeth thy life from de- 
struction; who crowneth thee with 
lovingkindness and tender mercies; 
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Who satisfieth thy mouth with good 
things; so that thy youth is re- 
newed like the eagle’s. 

The Lord executeth righteousness 
and judgment for all that are op- 
pressed. 


He made known his ways unto 
Moses, his acts unto the children of 
Israel. 

The Lord is merciful and gracious, 
slow to anger, and plenteous in 
mercy. 

He will not always chide: neither 
will he keep his anger for ever. 


He hath not dealt with us after our 


sins; nor rewarded us according to 
our iniquities.

Proverss 2 


My son, if thou wilt receive my 
words, and hide my commandments 
with thee; 

So that thou incline thine ear unte 
wisdom, and apply thine heart to 
understanding ; 


Yea, if thou criest after knowledge, 
and liftest up thy voice for under- 
standing ; 

If thou seekest her as silver, and 
searchest for her as for hid treas- 
ures; 


Then shalt thou understand the fear 
of the Lord, and find the knowl- 
edge of God. 

For the Lord giveth a te out of 
his mouth cometh knowledge and 
understanding. 

He layeth up sound wisdom for the 
righteous: he is a buckler to them 
that walk uprightly.

Proverss 9 


Wisdom hath builded her house, she 
hath hewn out her seven pillars: 


She hath killed her beasts; she hath 
mingled her wine; she hath also 
furnished her table. 
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She hath sent forth her maidens: she 
crieth upon the highest places of 
the city. 


Whoso is simple, let him turn in 
hither: as for him that wanteth 
understanding, she saith to him, 


Come, eat of my bread, and drink of 
the wine which I have mingled. 


Forsake the foolish, and live; and go 
in the way of understanding. 


He that reproveth a scorner getteth 
to himself shame: and he that re- 
buketh a wicked man getteth him- 
self a blot. 


Reprove not a scorner, lest he hate 
thee: rebuke a wise man, and he 
will love thee. 


Give instruction to a wise man, and 
he will be yet wiser: teach a just 
man, and he will increase in learn- 


ing. 


The fear of the Lord is the begin- 
ning of wisdom: and the knowledge 
of the holy is understanding. 


For by me thy days shall be multi- 
plied, and the years of thy life 
shall be increased. 


If thou be wise, thou shalt be wise 
for thyself: but if thou scornest, 
thou alone shall bear it. 


SELECTION 57 


Ecciesiastes 5 


Keep thy foot when thou goest to 
the house of God, and be more 
ready to hear, than to give the sac- 
rifice of fools: for they consider 
not that they do evil. 


Be not rash with thy mouth, and let 
not thine heart be hasty to utter 
any thing before God: for God is in 
heaven, and thou upon earth: there- 
fore let thy words be few. 


For a dream cometh through the mul- 
titude of business; and a fool’s 
voice is known by multitude of 
words. 


When thou vowest a vow unto God, 
defer not to pay it; for he hath no 
pleasure in fools: pay that which 
thou hast vowed. 


Better is it that thou shouldest not 
vow, than that thou shouldest vow 
and not pay. 


Suffer not thy mouth to cause thy 
flesh to sin; neither say thou be- 
fore the angel, that it was an error: 
wherefore should God be angry at 
thy voice, and destroy the work of 
thine hands? 


For in the multitude of dreams and 
many words there are also divers 
vanities : but fear thou God. 


If thou seest the oppression of the 
poor, and violent perverting of 
judgment and justice in a province, 
marvel not at the matter: for he 
that is higher than the highest re- 
gardeth; and there be higher than 
they. 


Moreover the profit of the earth is 
for all: the king himself is served 
by the field. 


He that loveth silver shall not be 
satisfied with silver; nor he that 
loveth abundance with increase: 
this is also vanity. 


When goods increase, they are in- 
creased that eat them: and what 
good is there to the owners thereof, 
saving the beholding of them with 
their eyes? 


The sleep of a labouring man is 
sweet, whether he eat little or 
much: but the abundance of the 
rich will not suffer him to sleep. 


There is a sore evil which I have seen 
under the sun, namely, riches kept 
‘for the owners thereof to their 
hurt. 
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SELECTION 58 
Eccrestastes 11 


Cast thy bread upon the waters: for 
thou shalt find it after many days. 


Give a portion to seven, and also to 
eight; for thou knowest not what 
evil shall be upon the earth. 


If the clouds be full of rain, they 
empty themselves upon the earth: 
and if the tree fall toward the 
south, or toward the north, in the 
place where the tree falleth, there 
it shall be. 


He that observeth the wind shall not 
sow; and he that regardeth the 
clouds shall not reap. 


As thou knowest not what is the way 
of the spirit, nor how the bones do 
grow in the womb of her that is 
with child: even so thou knowest 
a the works of God who maketh 
all. 


In the morning sow thy seed, and in 
the evening withhold not thine 
hand: for thou knowest not 
whether shall prosper, either this 
or that, or whether they both shall 
be alike good. 


Truly the light is sweet, and a pleas- 
ant thing it is for the eyes to be- 
hold the sun: 


But if a man live many years, and 
rejoice in them all; yet let him 
remember the days of darkness; 
for they shall be many. All that 
cometh is vanity. 


Rejoice, O young man, in thy youth; 
and let thy heart cheer thee in the 
days of thy youth, and walk in the 
ways of thine heart, and in the 
sight of thine eyes: but know thou, 
that for all these things God will 
bring thee into judgment. 


Therefore remove sorrow from my 
heart, and put away evil from thy 
flesh: for childhood and youth are 
vanity. 


SELECTION 59 
Ecciestastes 12 


Remember now thy Creator in the 
days of thy youth, while the evil 
days come not, nor the years draw 
nigh, when thou shalt say, I have 
no pleasure in them; 


While the sun, or the light, or the 
moon, or the stars, be not dark- 
ened, nor the clouds return after 
the rain: 


In the day when the keepers of the 
house shall tremble, and the strong 
men shall bow themselves, and the 
grinders cease because they are 
few, and those that look out of the 
windows be darkened, 


And the doors shall be shut in the 
streets, when the sound of the 
grinding is low, and he shall rise 
up at the voice of the bird, and all 
the daughters of musick shall be 
brought low; 


Also when they shall be afraid of 
that which is high, and fears shall 
be in the way, and the almond tree 
shall flourish, and the grasshopper 
shall be a burden, and desire shall 
fail: because man goeth to his long 
home, and the mourners go about 
the streets: 


Or ever the silver cord be loosed, or 
the golden bowl be broken, or the 
pitcher be broken at the fountain, 
or the wheel broken at the cistern. 


Then shall the dust return to the 
earth as it was: and the spirit 
shall return unto God who gave it. 


Let us hear the conclusion of the 
whole matter: Fear God, and keep 
his commandments: for this is the 
whole duty of man. 


For God shall bring every work into 
judgment, with every secret thing, 
whether it be good, or whether rt 
be evil. 
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
